THE TIMES, Sept. 27.—Intimations 
that the negotiations between the 
United States and Germany for a 
settlement of tpe Lusitania case may 
be resumed within a short time were 
forthcoming from State Department 
sources today, Secretary Lansing 
saying that the way for informal 
negotiations was still open. 

Count von Bernstorff, the German 
Ambassador, has returned to Wash- 
ington. The indications are that the 
negotiations suspended months ago 
when the submarine crisis became 
acute will be resumed and conclud- 
ed, possibly in time to enable the 
administration to announce an ad- 
justment of the controversy before 
many weeks, ° 

Secretary Lansing refused to dis-

EATTLE (Wash.) Sept. 27.— 
Merger of the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company and the 

Pacific Alaska Navigation Company 
into a new steamship company, to 
be known as the Pacific Steamship 
Company, was announced here to- 
night. 

The merger, affecting thirteen 
large passenger and freight steam- 
ships of the Pacific Coast Steamship 
Company and nine of the Pacific 
Alaska Navigation Company, will go 
into effect November 1. The mer- 
ger was ratified late today by the 
boards of directors of the Pacific 
Coast company and the Pacific 
Alaska Navigation Company, the 
former meeting in New York and 
the latter in Tacoma. 

The financial details of the mer- 
ger were not given out in the an- 
nouncement made here, but the ves- 
sels involved are said to be valued 
at more than $12,000,000. 

THE ANNOUNCEMENT. 

In making the announcement, 
Manager A. F. Haines of the Pacific- 
Alaska Navigation Company gave 
out the following statement, pre- 
pared by President H. F. Alexander:

BERLIN, Sept. 27 (via Sayville.) 
According to imprisoned crews of 
the armored automobiles used by 
the British on the Somme front (the 
famous “tanks,” as the British sol- 
diers call them,) the new machines 
have proved a complete failure, says 
the Overseas News Agency today. 
It continues: 

The prisoners point out that the 
cars are only able to advance at the 
rate of a mile an hour and there- 
fore make excellent targets for ar- 
tillery fire. They instance a case of 
seven of these machines that started 
in the advance of September 16, 
only two of which reached their ob- 
jective, even these being then com- 
pletely put out of action by shell fire. 

“In another case, the prisoners 
say, the infantry had been told that 
six of the machines had been sent 
to the attack, but only one appeared 
and this shortly afterward also was 
wrecked.”

NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—Although 
labor leaders insisted tonight that 
the general strike of trade unionists 
in the greater city in aid of the car- 
men who quit their places Septem- 
ber 6 eventually would involve at 
least 600,000 workers, there were no 
surface indications of a tie-up of the 
city’s industries, as threatened, after 
announcement today that the strike 
had begun. 

While union leaders claimed that 
125,000 workers in various trades 
already had joined the movement, 
with twice as many more ready to 
“walk out“ tomorrow, the police said 
they had received no reports to sub- 
stantiate such estimates. 

The actual situation, it was said, 
was confused because of Jewish hol- 
idays, which are being celebrated 
here by more than 100,000 union 
workers. 

Leaders of the Amalgamated As- 
sociation of Street and Electric Rail- 
way Employees were encouraged to- 
night, they asserted, over the possi- 
bility of the Brotherhood of Lecomo- 
tive Engineers coming to their aid. 
Officials of that organization notified 
the Public Service Commission dur- 
ing the day that Theodore P. Shonts, 
president of the Interborough Rapid 
Transit Company, had refused to see 
them and discuss the alleged griev- 
ances of motormen in the employ of 
the Interborough who are members 
of that brotherhood.

CHEMICAL INDUSTRY NOW SEC- 
OND ONLY TO STEEL. 


Census Containing Information 
About Eight Thousand Dyestuffs, 
Said to be First Publication of 
Kind Distributed In Any Coun- 
try, Given Out in New York. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—A dye 
census containing information about 
8000 dyestuffs, said to be the first 
publication of its kind distributed in 
any country, was made public here 
today at the National Exposition of 
Chemical Industries by Dr. Thomas 
H. Norton, dye expert of the Federal 
bureau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce. 

More than 37,500 items of dye im- 
ports, under 5670 heads, which have 
come from Germany, Switzerland, 
England and France, appear in the 
list. 

Dr. Norton said in one year the 
United States imported 25,700 tons 
of artificial dyes of which 22,000 tons 
while today 


nearly all this is being obtained in 
this country from coal tar products. 
Genera! distribution of the census 
will begin in about two weeks, it 
was said. 
The chemical industry in the 
United States is now reputed to be 
second to the steel industry. J. F. 
Schoellkopf, Jr., of Buffalo, told the 
American Chemical Society that be- 
fore the war his firm made 3,000,000 
pounds of dyestuffs a year while now 
30,000,000 pounds are being turned 
out. 
OPEN HEARTHS PASSING. 
During a discussion of stee] manu- 
facture by the electric furnace meth- 
od compared with the old open- 
hearth process, Prof. Joseph A. 
Richards of Lehigh University pre- 
dicted the new method would entire- 
ly supplant the old within five years. 
Dr. Charles Herty, president of the 
society, in an address yesterday 
criticised Congress for what he 
termed the “imperfections” of the 
dyestuffs section of the general rev- 
enue bill which excludes indigo and 
alizarin and their derivatives, from 
the benefit of the special duty of 5 
cents a pound imposed by the bill on 
other dyestuffs. He predicted this 
exclusion would prove disastrous to 
the entire chemical industry of the 
untry. 
* William Crozier, chief of 
ordnance of the War Department, 
informed the chemists that In case of 
war the first draft would have to be 
made on chemists and chemical en- 
gineers for their services in the 
manufacture of explosives.

had not even manufactured any mu- 
nitions of war. — :

It was designed to en- 
courage the nation-wide campaign 
for economy. 
General meetings begin tomorrow, 
with addresses to be delivered by 
James K. Lynch of San Francisco, 
the president, and others. John 
Skelton Williams, Comptroller of the 
Currency, spoke briefiv before the 
City Club, and said that much of 
the social and industrial discontent 
could be placed upon excessive in- 
terest rates. He told of instances in 
which 100 per cent. had been charged 
for short-time loans, and added that 
such practices were disappearing. 
RAILROAD LEGISLATION. 
Congressional legislation in regard 
to railroads which would make Fed- 
eral control superior to that of the 
States, was asked in resolutions 
adopted and announced today by the 
savings bank section. et 
The resolutions declared that ran 
road improvements had been arrest- 
ed because of the “costly conflicts” 
arising between the various State and 
Congressional rulings in the supervi- 
sion of the ratlroads. 
Less new mileace was built last 
year than In one-half a century. with 
more lines in bankruptcy than at 
any time in the history of the coun- 
try. the resolutions set forth. This 
was said to be due, in a large meas- 
ure, to the impairment of railroad 
growth because of investment hes!- 
tancy which has artsen in conse- 
quence of the confusion, waste and 
inefficiency of ratlroad supervision by 
Coneress and at the same time by 
forty-eight States.“ 
Coneress is asked in the resolu- 
tions to hear the committee from the 
vines bank section before adopt- 
ing any railroad legislation. 
OFFICERS ELECTED.

ENGLAND WITHDRAWS 
TOBACCO REGULATION. 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, -Sept. 27.—Great 
Britain has withdrawn regulations 


for the importations of cigar to- 
bacco, which American growers have 
declared would ruin their business, 
and authorized imports on the basis 
of those in 1913, 1914 and 1915. 
Consul-General Skinner at London 
cabled the State Department today 
of the change. 

The original regulations governing 
imports of cigar tobacco between 
June 1, 1915, and May 31, 1917, were 
based on the amount that the im- 
porter had brought in 1915, a war 
year in which imports were small. 
The new order, according to the De- 
partment of Commerce officials, gives 
authority for practically normal im- 
ports of American tobacco inte 
Great Britain. 

The tobacco affected comes large 
ly from Florida, Connecticut, Wis 
consin and Pennsylvania.

BOGUS RUSSIAN 
BARON DREAMS. 


His Confession Exposes Gang 
of Swindlers? 


Chaperones Elevator by Day, 
Wines by Night 


Business Men Duped by His 
Titled “Millions.” 


Working as an elevator boy in a 
downtown office building in the day- 
time for $10 a week and posing ag 
a nobleman at night, Charles Pet- 
roff, a Russian, in a confession made 
to the District Attorney yesterday, 
exposed a ring of swindlers that has 
reaped a rich harvest in Los An- 
geles, he said. 

The confession and the apprehen- 
sion of one of the gang saved Edy 
ward Ingram, brother of Detective 
William Ingram, a $1600 automobile 
he had parted with for a worthless 
trust deed and a promissory note. 
At the same time it disclosed that 
a wealthy citizen had been made a 
victim of the gang to the extent of 
$4500. The name of the wealthy 
man was not made public. 
According to young Petroff, he 

used as a tool by a gang of 
ndlers and although he nightly 
—_ to the position of fictitious Rus- 
sia nobleman with imaginary 
houses and estates in Russia and 
America and a million dollars in 
ready cash, he never received but 
$2.50 in real money. ; 

When the young Russian left his 
hall bedroom in the foreign quar- 
ter after a frugal dinner in the eve- 
ning, he appeared in a rented dress 
suit, white gloves and a cane. He 
became Barva Petroff, a _ retired 
capitalist, who was not averse to 
picking up a bargain here and there. 
He was so apparently gullible that 


and he never haggled over a few 
odd dollars. 
. According to the evidence in the 
hands of the District Attorney, the 
trust deed and promissory note giv- 
en Mr. Ingram for his automobile 
were about as valuable as Petroff's 
assumed title or his “dream mil- 
lions.” The automobile was sold by 
the gang for $400, although easily 
marketable at a higher price. In- 
vestigation discovered the property 
‘covered by the trust deed was valued 
at $4400 and against this stood a 
mortgage for $4500. The District 
Attorney refused to make public the 
name of the holder of the mortgage 
as it is believed he also was 
swindled. 
Young Petroff will not be prose- 
cuted for his share of the swindle 
and neither wili the man who se- 
cured the automobile from Mr. In- 
gram. The latter made good the 
deficit, the machine was returned 
and the other members of the gang 
fled the city. Petroff stands ready to 
testify against the men who com- 
posed the gang.

the District Attorney. “When Work 
is over, if you are of a keen imag- 
ination and without money, it is 
easy to go on dreaming and K 
to live out the dreams. I always 
wanted to pose as a titled Russian 
aman with unlimited means. When 
several men asked me to pretend I

money, I readily agreed. I spoke 
of fabulous sums, and told my 
stories about my estate in Russia. 
When any business was transacted 
I always had my ‘secretary’ attend 
to the details. The ‘secretary’ was 
one of the men who asked me to 
become, for a night, a wealthy cap- 
italist. 

“I was promised money, but all I 
received was $2.50 that I borrowed 
to purchase white gloves with. I 
was given good dinners and wine, 
but never any money. It was al- 
ways put off to another day for the 
settlement. 
“I must be an actor in my 
because I never overdid the 
ity stunt and all the rich men I 
met accepted me at my own valua- 
tion. In fact, some of them bragged 
they were doing business with a 
Russian baron. I would have been 
broke if all the deals had been real 
transactions because some of those 
Americans took outrageous liberties 
with my dream estate, trading me 
all kinds of worthless things for my 
supposed property. I did not know 
at first the five men were swindlers. 
They pretended they were honest 
and that I was merely to act indif- 
ferent about a sale or a trade as 
that would make the others anxious, 
When I found out I was party to a 
swindle I told the District Attorney 
the whole story.”

An Open Letter t the President. 


BY WILLIAM M. BRISTOL, 
FARMER. 
To the President, Washington. 

Str: Your pronunciamento that 
the eight-hour day has arrived fills 
me with profound and conflicting 
emotions, for so thorough a student 
of sociology as yourself must know 
Whereof he speaks when he makes 
sweeping a declaration. 

As I cannot believe that one hold- 
ing the exalted position of Chief Ex- 
ecutive—and chief proposer—of the 
nation, with its consequent oppor- 
tunity tor broad vision, would favor 
Class or discrimigatory legislation, 
I assume that thé law recently en- 
acted making elght hours a legal 
Gay's labor for railway trainmen is 
Simply the first of a series of like 
enactments which shall follow one 
another as fast as sought by those 
engaged in other industries. 

Well, here come the farmers! 

Long-haired and long-suffering, 
patient plodders, practically without 
unions or other organization, we 
come asking for that halcyon day 
in which We shall work eight hours, 
sleep eight hours and devote the 
other shift to recreation. We have 
read a bit, some of us, but we never

Man Who Lost Claim by Ruling 
from Washington and was Con- 
victed of Harassing Winner Now 
Attacks the Authority of the 
Federal Department. 


The ghost of one of the bitterest- 
fought land cases ever heard in thé 
United States District Court stalked 
through the corfidors of the Federal 
Bullding Monday, when William B. 
Edwards filed an action for the re- 
covery of a quarter section of land in 
Riverside county, specifically de- 
scribed as the northeast quarter of 
section 11, township 7, south, rangé 
22, east, S. B. M. The defendant in 
the action is Patrick H. Bodkin, 6 
retired minister who had deen 
awarded the land by a decision of 
the Secretary of the Interior. 

The bill, filed through a pauper 
affidavit signed by Edwards, and al- 
lowed by Judge Cushman, recites 
the various phases of the litigation, 
and in the prayer wherein Edwards 
aske for the restoration of the land, 
he alleges the “erroneous theory of 
authority and jurisdiction held by the 
land department, and the condition 
of bias and prejudice existing there- 
in,” us an éxplanation of the reason 
why he did not get the land. 

In April, 1914, awards and 
ert L. Culpepper were convicted in 
the local Federal Court of injuring 
and oppressing a citizen (Patrick H. 
Bodkin) in the exercise of his con- 
stitutiona] rights, and the two were 
sentenced to pay a fine of $100 and 
spend four months in the Riverside 
County Jail. John McLaren, Lee 
Wells, William Wells and Arch 
Robison, jointly indicted with Ed- 
wards and Culpepper, were acquitted 
of the charge. This judgment was 
affirmed by the Ciroult Court of Ap« 


peal. 

The evidence showed that after 
Mr. Bodkin had been awarded the 
land and settled on it, making it his 
permanent home, Pdwafds and oth- 
ers sought to intimidate him and his 
family by shooting up the vicinit 
and making threats. Edwards h 
originally entered the land, but lost 
possession through an adverse deci- 
sion of the authorities at Washing-

Act of Congress. 
NEW PROPERTY LAW. 


Estate Execators of a Decedent's In- 
terests Must File a Notice with 
Collector of Internal Revenue 
Within Thirty Days of 
Possession. . 


Under the act of Congress of Sep- 
tember 8, 1916, it is required that 


all executors and administrators ofjthe chauffeur of the 
estates exceeding $60,000 or net es- 


States exceeding $50,000, to notify 
the Collector of Internal Revenue 
within thirty days of the issuance 
of letters, or within thirty days from 
the day of coming into possession of 
the property of the decedent dying 
after September 8, 1916. This is: 
the text of an important notice re- 
ceived by Collector Carter from the 
Internal Revenue Department at 
Washington. 

Where there is no executor or ad- 
ministrator any person coming into 
possession of any property so val- 
ued, of a decedent, is required to 
file similar notice within thirty days 
of possession. This notice is re- 
quired in the case of all property, 
regardiess of amount, owned in 
America by a nonresident. 

The gross estate for tax purposes, 
includes property passing by deed of 
trust, decedent's interest in joint 
bank accounts, material gifts made 
within two years prior to death, and 
other property which may not come 
into charge of administrators or 
executors who, nevertheless, are re- 
quired to make return and pay tax, 

It is important that persons af- 
fected by this new law should file 
the required notice and ascertain 
from the collector the full require- 
ments of the law. Heavy penalties 
are prescribed for noncompliance 
with the law. The tax levied and 
assessed is due one year from date 
of death, with a discount for pay- 
ment in advance and interest on 
overdue tax.

HE ALLIES’ VICTORY. 

With the fall of the German stronghold 
Combles, and the occupation of Thiepval by 
the British, the allies have scored what will 
probably prove to be one of the most signifi- 
cant victories of the war. For there seems 
no doubt that the Germans considered these 
Places impregnable, since Von Hindenburg 
himself declined to realize the necessity for 
evacuation. The vast war supplies concen- 
trated there make this hypothesis obvious. 


The capture of 30,000 prisoners alive, and 


the appalling casualty list, boggle the imag- 
ination. It is easily the most crushing blow 
Germany individually has yet sustained. The 
effect upon the German nation cannot fail 
to be demoralizing. It will take all their 
splendid courage and confidence to recuper- 
ate from this blow, not only to their army, 
but to the prestige of their hero, Von Hin- 
denburg, whom they had come to regard as 
well nigh infallible. Such a defeat to any 
other general would have less significance 
in their eyes. It would be easier to take it 
with fortitude under the Crown Prince or 
Prince Rupert of Bavaria. 

Speculations run rife today as to the ef- 
fect this victory will haye on the coming of 
peace. There would appear to be a very 
general opinion that in the face of the re- 
cent allied triumph on all fronts the central 
powers must be in a mood for peace parleys 
while they are yet in a position to nego- 
tiate, and that the allies would be more than 
Willing to rest on their laurels. But no! 
We do not think that such a happy consum- 
mation is as near as hope would prefer. The 
British, in particular, are tasting the tri- 
umph of victory after two years of succes- 
sive and disheartening defeats. Such a vic- 
tory as that of Combles will but whet their 
appetite for blood. They will remember 
their early boasts that the Germans must be 
driven back to the Rhine, that they must be 
forced to retire from Belgium, that peace 
must be signed in Berlin. Today they are 
experiencing their first real taste of victory, 
of power. Today Kitchener's army has jus- 
tified itself to any large extent for the first 
time. It has many ignominious defeats to 
remember. And there is that fatal remark 
of the Kaiser's about the “contemptible 
British army.” 

There are the Zeppelin raids, and the 
amazing depredations of the German sub- 
marines on the proud British navy still 
rankling deep in British gizzards. There is 
Kitchener's spectacular death, and the un- 
satisfying result of the battle of Skagerrak 
still waging their irritation in the British 
amour propre. 

And the Germans are too proud a nation 
to crave for peace unless there is a dispo- 
sition to meet them half way. Their power 
of endurance is by no means strained to its 
uttermost, although they cannot fail to per 
ceive the.beginning of the end. While the 
consensus of opinion in this country bas 
veered to the conviction that the allies will 
ultimately. prove the victors in the giant 
struggle, there are no signs that Germany 
suffers a like conviction. The confidence of 
the German people must of necessity be 
shaken by this supreme victory, but it is not 
broken. And unless the central powers ste 
for peace, there is small hope that overtures 
will come from the allies. The intoxicating 
effect of such a victory on the British army 
after so many futile setbacks is understand. 
able. It the official reports, guarded, unex- 
aggerated, can give so large a hint of tri- 
umphant exaltation, it takes no very great 
imagination to know the temper of the na- 
tion today. They are drunk with victory 
and thirsting for more. We can see small 
hopes of an early, peace in the cables, but 
rather an acceleration of activities on al! 
fronts, a new series of bleody battles grow- 
ing more fierce as winter nears and lays her 
staying hand upon the combatants. 

During the stalemate period when it was 
believed that the trenches on either side 
were impregnable, the allied talk of “crush- 
ing Germany” became less virulent, less as- 
sured; but now all the old arrogance and re- 
venge will be revived with the new confi- 
dence of the Combles victory. 

The wish is father to the thought with 
those in this country who affect to see in 
this victory an augury for peace; but to our 
mind the indications point all the other way. 
It will take many of such triumphs to satisfy 
the allied appetite with thefr new con- 
sciousness of power. 

Germany, on the defensive on all fronts, 
will have need of all her superhuman cour 
age, her masterly confidence and efficiency, 
her endurance. Her supreme efforts in the 
now unequal struggle cannot fall to win the 
sympathy of the United States, which 18 
credited with loving a winner, but which 
can appreciate courage and endurance wher- 
ever it is found. 7 


FROM THE ORIENT. 

Japan reaches out deft fingers to pick 
up the remnants of trade left lying around 
loose as a result of the tie-up of the war. 
Naturally since Germany is the worst suf- 
ferer from the blockade of ocean shipping 
the Teuton loss has become the Nipponese 
gain. 

Santa Claus has always been one of the 
most famous boosters for the Fatherland. 
Every Christmas time he has been busy as 
a beaver carrying toys and presents for the 
children into all parts of the world. But 
Santa Claus is blockaded. No Christmas 
toys will come this winter from Central 
Europe to giadden the eyes of American 
children. Japan, whose people are second 
to none in the brand of craftsmanship that 
filis the pack of Santa Claus, is preparing to 
reap the golden harvest that can no longer 
be garnered from the workshops of Ger- 
many. Shiploads of toys are expected on 
the Pacific Coast from that enterprising na- 
tion before the next Christmas tree igs in- 
stalled in millions of American homes. 

No one can blame Japan for this display 
of worthy business activity. She may suc- 
ceed. She may even after the war hold the 
toy trade that Germany has temporarily 
lost. Perhaps the children themselves, so 
long as the toys are forthcoming, will not 
be much concerned as to the source of sup- 
ply. Yet we suspect even the little ones will 
instinctively find something unsatisfactory 
in their appearance when they gaze on the 
new brand of toys and playthings made by 
artisans in a non-Christian country. Santa 
Claus in a ‘rickshaw won't appeal to them 
as intimately as the old Santa Claus with 
the reindeer, the sleigh and the string of 
bells. 

For without being hypercritical we cannot 
forget that Christmas Day celebrates the 
birth of the founder of the Christian re- 
ligion. Should not all the associations that 
have collected about that divine event be 
confined to believers in the truth and fol- 
lowers of the Nazarene?

WAGES AND HIGHER 
WAGES. 

[Wall Street Journal:] By reason 
of the European war this country 
has been given an industrial boom. 
It has become a feast of employment 
and a famine of labor. Taking ad- 
vantage of this situation, labor lead- 


ers are fomenting trouble wherever 
labor and capital come in contact. 
Their power and arrogance have 
been brought home to the attention 
of every thinking man by the’ man- 
her of settlement of the threatened 
railroad strike. 

Abundance of work and high 
wages for the workingmen do not 
spell prosperity for the great mass 
of people. High wages force prices 
upwards in those products affected 
by the increased wages. What may 
be called sympathetic advances be- 
come necessary in other lines. Cost 
of living (the relative rate of wages) 
is getting beyond a livable point. 
When the level is prohibitive of 
profit or savings, it spells mankind's 
loss against nature and the struggle 
for existence. 

It is conceivable that the war may 
last another year; two years; five 
years. Who knows? And wages, are 
they to continue to rise at the will 
of labor? Is the struggle for exist- 
ence to be decided against the creat 
masses of people at the behest of a 
few? This is the problem with 
which we are now brought face to 
face. Look at it, and say how 
like it. 

Before the war floods of immi- 
grants followed prosperity’s wake. 
Also, heretofore, prosperity has been 
followed by depress'on. Only through 
a large supply of kh 
fects of depression has

[Review of Reviews:] Never at 
any time since the foundation of our 
republic have American rights been 
so flagrantly disregarded by the 
maritime powers of Europe as dur- 


ing the past two years. We have 


made protests in words, but Europe 
has not thought we meant what we 
said because we have taken none of 


the obvious and simple steps that 


would have secured respect for the 


rights of neutrals. The leverage that 
we might have used to-secure recog- 
nition of the rights that we have es- 
serted soon will be gone. It will 
not be a great while before the mili- 
tary and maritime powers of Europe 
will be released from their present 
absorption and terrific strain. The 
most fatuous people on earth are 
those Americans who say that the 
end of the war will leave Furope ex- 
/hausted and helpless, while leaving 
us vigorous and invincible. Canada 
alone, if the war should end within 
six months, could thoroughly defeat 
the United States long before our 
ill-prepared country could find rifles 
or ammunition for its recruits, Never 
at any moment in their history have 
any of the European powers been as 
strong for war ag today; and it 16 
perhaps within bounds to say that 
they have never been as little re- 
gardful of the rights of other nations 
as now. In the early weeks of the 
war they were all rather sensitive 
as to what is called “the public 
opinion of the world.” But the 
longer they fight and the more they 
spend of blood and money, the more 
hardened they become and the more 
contemptuous of such abstract con- 
siderations as right and wrong. It 
is not one side alone that acts upon 
the cynical precept that “necessity 
knows no law.” The allies, even 
more than the central powers if 
anything, have determined to make 


the world somehow recoup them for 


The only thing 
likely to stand between the people 
of the United States and profound 
national humiliation within the next 
five years is a greatly increased 
navy.

Witnesses Declare Idaho Pair

day to secure witnesses in behalf of 
his client. 

Witnesses were introduced show- 
ing that Wright and Miss Dagna 
Larsen traveled as man and wife 
from Portland to San Francisco, on 
the Great Northern; that they came 
by the Harvard from San Francisco 
to Los Angeles, and thence to Ven- 
ce, where Wright was taken into 
custody on the charge of failure 
to provide for the wife he had de- 
serted in Coeur d'Alene. It was 
shown Miss Larsen introduced 
Wright as her husband on the Great 
Northern, and that when Wright 
was picked up at the Rohampton 
apartments in Venice, he declared 
they were not married. 

It was also shown Miss Larsen 
claimed to have paid her own way 
to this city, but under the statutes 
that would make no difference in the 
prosecution of a white slave charge. 
She then alleged she was about to 
go to Seattle, to become a profes- 
sional nurse. 

Miss Larsen disappeared when she 
was discharged from custody by Su- 
perior Judge Craig last week and 
could not be located by the Pederal 
officials. She thought, it is believed, 
Wright could not be prosecuted if 
she did not testify against him.

At that time the religious forces 


board would not abolish folk dances 
in the schools. A mass meeting was 
held the evening before the election 
by church people, resulting in the 
defeat of the bonds. 

Justice 8. H. Underwood, who 
made the motion to deny the re- 
quest, stated that he was in favor of 
a dry State, but doubted the wisdom 
of allowing the cards to be placed 
in the schools. President Crutcher 
of the board, although wearing a 
California dry button, voted against 
allowing the plea, as did the three 
other members. 

Dr. George D. Knights, dry en- 
thusiast, stated that the board al- 
lowed advertising matter of the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Associa. 
tion to be placed in the schools. 
He stated that Long Beach is ex- 
pected to roll up a vote of 75 per 
cent. for a dry State, and the in- 
fluence: of the children was needed.

It recommends that 
the Pacific Electric provides seats 
and reasonably rapid service to the 
Hollywood people no permission be 
given the jitney busses to compete 
over the streets where the street cars 
run, but that the jitney busses be 
allowed franchises on any streets in 
Hollywood that are not now served 
by electric railways and that will 
open up a new territory of service 
for Hollywood people. The board, 
however, Wants any such jitney-bus 
people to be responsible parties and 
whatever franchises are granted to 
be under proper requirements. 

The Board of Trade, in an official 
resolution, says it recognizes that 
the Pacific Electric Railway Com- 
pany is an important factor in the 
upbullding of Hollywood; that it has 
made a large investment for the pur- 
pose of serving the people of this 
community; that it is paying and has 
paid a large proportion of the ex- 
pense of the paved boulevards 
through Hollywood and into the city; 
that it is contributing in an appre- 
Ciable amount to the tax funds of 
the city and State. 

It believes that the fitney-bus 
competition as now allowed by the 
city is unfair to the street railway 
company, as it does not require the 
purchase of franchises, the paving 
and maintenance of boulevards, the 
payment of gross income taxes, an 
equal responsibility to the public, 
and permits competition on lines 

t are already served without re- 

quiring the jithey to open up new 
territory as the electric railway has 

one. 

The board also believes that such 
unfair competition will not tend to 
bring better transportation , service 
te Hollywood or to the opening of 
new lines of transportation in Holly- 
wood, but will tend to destroy that 
which has proven beneficial to this 
community. 


NOT QUITE ENOUGH. 
SEWER EXPENDITURE. 


Twenty thousand dollars is to be 
spent by the Universal Film Manu- 
facturing Company in its private 
sewer system to connect with the 
Hollywood outfall, but the company 
Goes not wish to expend the money 
at a greater rate than $500 a week. 

The City Engineer reported to thell

Mrs. Lucy Roberts was granted a 
decree of divorce from Theodore Rob- 
erts, the actor, in Judge Wood's 
court yesterday on the ground of 
desertion and nonsupport.

Bring Action Against Relative. 


Justice Brown yesterday heard the 
charge against Randolph Tico, a San 
Fernando Valley rancher, on the 
charge of mistreating his sister-in- 
law, Miss Estrala Salgado, last 
May.
